| Next and most important tothe 
pious pilgrim comes the pretey 
village of St Anne de Beaupre, 
containing the shrine of St Anne, 
the mother of the Virgin Mary, 
A ag ats tradition relates that 
some Breton mariners waile navi. 
gating the St Lawrence, were 
overtaken by a violent storm, In 
their native country, they were 
accustomed to have recourse to 
their patroness St Anne when in 
trouble, and now, they solemnly 
vowed that if the saint w yuld 
save them from shipwreck and 
death, they would build ber a 
Sanctuary oa the very spot where 
they should happen to land. They 
were saved, and true to their vow, 
they raised a little wooden chapel 
which was to become famous 
throughout America, 

The visitor who enters for the 
tirst time the church of St Anne is 
immediately impressed with the 
richness and grandeur of the 
edifice The decorations are grand 
ind religious in their charactor 
Che most striking object on enter. 
ing the church is the main altar,a 
maguiticent piece of work in white 
marble covered by a canopy in 
marble and brass Supported by 
columns, The face of the altar hie 
‘Xquisite carvings, and. on either 
side, stand beantiful growing 
glunts called Campanula —- the 
lowers have the purity and clarity 
of wax, the most delicate pink, 
white aud lavender tints, and the 
faintest perfume. A minute 
description of this and the other 
magnificent decorationg would be 
wearisome, for they cannot be 
tightly appreciated ‘until actually 
seen, St Anne is termed the 
Wonder Worker of Beaupre. On 
‘very hand we seo apparent evid- 
ence of the wonderful miracles 
vrought by her. On either side of 
the entrance door are large pyra- 
mids of crutches and various 
surgical appliances that have been 
left by those who have found relief 
from theirsufferings and infirmities 
through the intercession of the 
gool St Anne, There is also a 
case fitted with spectacles hanging 
on the wail, left by those who 
have been cured of diseases pecul. 
iar to the eyes, Although exhort- 
ed by the priest, our guide, our 
faith was not suthcientiy strong to 
permit us to do likewise, But 
while we were there, a lady entered 
carrying a great leather bandage, 
which she suid her mother was 
obliged to wear for yeurs until she 
was cured of the disease in this 
thurch, The daughter bad pro- 
inised St Aune, that if she eurcd 
ier mother, she would come every 
year to her shrine to give thanks; 
she had done so, and now this was 
her nineteenth visit, The ap. 
proach to the chapel, a building at 
| the rear of the main church ig by a 
long flight of very bate and hard 
steps, inset with jewels, A notice 
| forbids one to ascend them only on 
the knees 

We attempted to comply with 
the lette, of the law, but afte r the 
third step was reached, wave it up 
in despair, and completed the ag 
oent in our natural walking pos. 
ition Over 150,090 pilgrims 
annually pay their devotions here, 
ind the place is always crowded 
with the devotees who kiss each 
step as they go up, but, it being 
late in the peason we missed the 
sroat concourse of people We 
sawon the walls the votive offer. 
ings of those who wish to 
show their gratitude to St Anne 
for favors bestowed. Mach one ig 
supposed to deny himself the 
things be likes best, and we sve

Charles, The citadel is on the 
highest point, facing the St Law- 
rence, B40 ft, above the river, and 
a wall from the Citadel runs along 
the top of the promontory, to a 
point near the roadway between 
the upper and lower town. Inside 
of this is the famous public pro- 
menade, known as Datferin Terrace 
and at the east end of this Terrace 
18 a splendid hotel, the “Chateau 
Frontenac.” A noble adjunct 
even to so grand a spot, One 
very windy day, we walked along 
Dufferin Terrace, and up innumer- 
steps to the Citadel, scarcely able 
to keep our footing, on acoount of 
the gale which was then tearing 
up the St Lawrence, Coming up 
we saw a few heaps of stones, the 
sole remains of the old French 
defences of Montcalm, also the 
Plain where the American General 
Montgomery, while attackiug 
Quebec, fell with his horse over 
the clitf. A stone bearing the 
simple inscription—“Here Mont- 
xomery fell,” marks the spot, We 
walked for some distance along the 
walls of the Citadel, then, descend- 
ing, crossed the moat slong the 
Drawbridge, and entered the 
“inner court.” Here, as usual, a 
guide pointed out, and described 
the places of interest, but the 
wind blowing, caught his words 
and scattered them in all the car- 
dinal and semi-cardinal directions, 
; 4nd consequently very few reached 
jour ears. However, we saw some 
interesting guns and cannons —one 
which was captured by the British 
in the battle of Bunker's Hill, It 
will still be kept bere in spite of 
the desire of the Atnerican people 
to have it back, We left the Fort 
by way of the city entrance and 
passed through one of the new 
stone gates which have lately been 
rebuild to replace the old yates, 
which stood on the suine spot, 
| We visited, of course, the Plains 
of Abraham, but were uisappoint. 
led! It is merely # great plain 
uncared for, and with uo indicat- 
ious of the great battle which was 
fought here in 1759 between Wolt 
|and Montcalm and their respective 
armies for the supremacy over 
Canada, Both generals lost their 
lives in the great fight, We saw, 
too, Wolfe’s Uave, where he land- 
ed secretly one dark night aud 
scaled the heights, daylight find.
